AN ACT authorizing the payment of the salaries and expenses of bailiffs from the court 
expense fund. 

Be It Enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Iowa: 

Section 1. Section 331.904, subsection 6, Code 1981 Supplement, is amended to read as 
follows: 

6. The salaries and expenses of the deputy officers, assistants, clerks, and other employees 
of the county shall be paid from the general fund of the county unless otherwise provided by 
law. The deputy clerks of the district court and! other employees of the clerk's office! and the 
bailiffs may be paid from the court expense fund.

CHAPTER 1147 
CONTROLLED SUBSTANCES, SIMULATED CONTROLLED SUBSTANCES, 

AND IMITATION CONTROLLED SUBSTANCES 
S.F.2202 

AN ACT relating to simulated controlled substances and imitation controlled substances, and 
to the forfeiture to the state of all things of value given or intended to be given in exchange 
for a controlled substance in violation of the controlled substances Act, and providing 
penalties. 

Be It Enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Iowa: 

Section 1. Section 204.101, Code 1981, is amended by adding the following new subsection: 

NEW SUBSECTION. "Simulated controlled substance" means a substance which is not a 
controlled substance but which is expressly represented to be a controlled substance, or a 
substance which is not a controlled substance but which is impliedly represented to be a con­
trolled substance and which because of its nature, packaging, or appearance would lead a 
reasonable person to believe it to be a controlled substance. 

Sec. 2. Section 204.401, subsection 2, Code 1981, is amended to read as follows: 
2. Except as authorized by this chapter, it is unlawful for Ilfly- ~ person to create, deliver, or 

possess with intent to deliver, a counterfeit substance or ~ simulated controlled substance, or
